Woodstock Still Living Down A Cultural Myth 


W OODSTOCK (UPI) - Woods­ 
toc k N a tion w as a c u ltu ra l 
phenomenon born in the mu d in 
196 9. It was su pposed to mean 
peace, happiness, freedom and no 
more war in Vietnam. 
Woodstock Nation nev er ex isted 
ex cept in peoples’ minds, and the 
concept was embodied in the first 
major open-air rock ex trav aganza a 
festiv al that drew 5 00,000 persons to 
a field in Su lliv an Cou nty , 7 5 miles 
away from the town of Woodstock in 


Ulster Cou nty . 
'Hie field where Woodstock hap­ 
pened — shacking and thrilling 
those who read abou t it and saw it 
on telev ision and giv ing those who 
were there a thrill of being part of 
history — is still ju st a ru ral field in 
the town of Bethel. 
Max Yasgu r, who owned the farm 
where the concert was held and who 
was made famou s in Joni M itchell’s 
song celebrating it, died in Febru ary 
197 3. His family tried to giv e the 


field for a town park and was tu rned 
down. Bethel and nu merou s other 
small « im mu nities in the state 
passed ordinances to make it nearly 
impossible to hold Woodstock-ty pe 
festiv als again. 
Bu t in the v illage of Woodstock 
itself, where folk-song legend Bob 
Dy lan once sat recu perating from a 
motorcy cle accident, people still 
come searching for whatev er the 
my stery was that made the magic 
concert a by word of mu ch of y ou ng 


American’s cu ltu re in the early 7 0s. 
“They ’re looking for the field,’’ 
one local resident say s. ‘T hey don't 
u nderstand, and y ou can’t conv ince 
them .” 
Woodstock has long been an ar­ 
tists’ commu nity . It was in the 
1920’s. Bu t since the mu sic bash 
that took its name from the place 
where it was su pposed to hav e been 
held, jewelry , leatherworking, pain­ 
ting and metalsmithing hav e be­ 
come big bu sinesses in the v illage. 


Shops line the short main street and 
sev eral side roads that shortly trail 
off into the the su rrou nding Cat ski 11 
Mou ntains. 
The normal popu lation of the 
commu nity is abou t 5 ,(XX). Du ring 
the su mmer m onths that figu re tri­ 
ples, and y ear-rou nd residents head 
for cov er. They giv e u p on the idea 
of parking in the v illage and shop 
only du ring the week becau se all 
stores are crowded on weekends.

come forward w ith sim ilar qu alifications. For generations local 
D em ocratic law y ers hav e been effectiv ely barred by the R e­ 
pu blican leadership from salaried staff jobs and prosecu ting 


ex perience in the U lster C ou nty D istrict A ttorney ’s O ffice. 
T hu s in a contest w hich shou ld not be strongly pa rtisa n we are 
forced to m ake a partisan choice. T he tim e has com e to open this 


critically powerfu l office to the light of tw o-party participation 
and scru tiny . W hile M r. K av anagh cannot be blam ed for the 


political ta int atta c hed to the d istrict a ttorne y ’s office, he has 
chosen of his own accord to ru n as the cand id a te of the d om inant 
pa rty .

N ev ertheless, S heriff M ay one well deserv es the g ratitu d e of 


cou nty v oters and another te rm to continu e his work.

W hat happens 
then?” Mrs. Sinsabau gh asked the 
Freeman. 
M rs. S insa ba u g h, a pa rttim e 
monitor at M. Clifford Miller Ju nior 
High in l^ake Katrine for the past six 
y ears, was to hav e replaced Mrs. 
Kelder in the fu lltime KHS jo be­ 
cau se of a u nit« contract clau se giv ­ 
ing job preference to higher-seniority 
employ ees. 
Mrs. Kelder was hired in April 197 5 
as a parttimer, bu t she and the tw 
other KHS monitors were made fu ll­ 
time when secu rity was increased for 
the school's new open campu s sy s­ 
tem. The u nion, the Edu cational Sec­ 
retaries of the Kingston Area, then 
asked that the job be adv ertised 
among u nion members, according to 
a new contract, ev en thou gh Mrs. 
Kelder was hired u nder a contract 
containing no seniority clau se. 
William M. Tu rootte, associate su ­ 
perintendent for personnel affairs, 
said Salzinann's decision to su spend 
Mrs. Kelder’s reassignment hadn’t

Asked if the record high enrollment 
will help the GOP, Sny der said, " It’s 
hard to tell, bu t I certainly hope so.” 
Ironically , Repu blicans had been 
losing registrations at a steady rate 
prior to this y ear’s race. 
legislatu re Minority Leader Lou is 
Klein, D-Dist. 6, a spokesman for the 
Democratic Party , said in past y ears 
the trend has been “a large nu mber 
of v oters, the better the chances for 


the Democrats." 
This y ear 5 98 v oters hav e registered 
as Liberals and 1271 
people are 
enrolled 
Conserv ativ es. 
Howev er, 
abou t 5 ,000 v otes are u su ally drawn 
on the Conserv ativ e line cou nty wide. 
The Town of Woodstock showed the 
largest increase in enrollment rising 
from 3,933 enrolled v oters in 197 6 to 
4,192 this y ear. 
The City of Kingston also showed a 
sizeable increase, with 8 30 new v ot­ 
ers. A long-time employ ee at the 
Board of Elections said the city 
enrollment increases ev ery two y ears

Paves Way for Industrial Grants 
Co unty Receiv es

KINGSTON — Ulster Cou nty has finally receiv ed 
lederal approv al to apply for grants and loans u nder a 
special program aimed at giv ing financially anemic 
cou nties a boost in the arm. 
The United States Department of Commerce’s Eco­ 
nomic Dev elopment Administration (EDA) recently des­ 
ignated Ulster Cou nty as a qu alified recipient of federal 
fu nds fir approv ed projects. 
As a resu lt, towns in the cou nty and the cou nty can 
su bmit project applications for federal approv al. Once 
okay ed, the EDA will foot the bill for any where from 5 0 
to 8 0 percent of the total project bill. 
The cou nty and the towns wou ld be eligible for grants

lor ex tension indu strial dev elopment su ch as ot water and 
sewer lines, indu strial parks and complex es and for 
bu siness loans to aid general economic dev elopment. 
1'leased to see the program come to fru ition alter a two- 
y ear a wait, lormer Intergov ernmental Coordinator Rob­ 
ert C. Randall, who co-au thored the local ov erall plan, 
u rged ev ery town and the cou nty to av ail themselv es of 
loans or grants. 
Althou gh the cou nty was qu alified for the program in 
197 5 , the EDA tightened its eligibility requ irements in 
1976. 
Under the original pu blic works and economic act of 
1965 , any cou nty hit with sev ere u nemploy ment for 12 
months was eligible for the grants. Howev er, the EDA 
u pped the time criteria to24 months alter it was hit with 
an av alanche of applications.

KINGSTON - A nurs 
ing registry service that 
began here five years agi 
on a modest 
scale has 
gmwn into a busy organiza­ 
tion that furnishes its ser­ 
vices to four Hudson Valley 
counties. 
The 
Tri-Cities 
Nurses 
Registry, according to Vice 
President and General 
Manager 
F^laine 
Levine, 
covers all of Ulster and 
Dutchess counties and also 
extends into Orange and 
Columbia counties. 
“ We will cover whatever 
we 
possibly can," 
Mrs. 
Levine said. “ We have no 
limits." 
The registry now has a 
list <*1200 to 300 nurses and 
nurses'aides available. For 
a fee, hospitals, nursing 
homes or |iatienLs in their 
own homes can arrange 
with the registry for nurs­ 
ing service. Nurses and 
aides are not charged a tee 
for the agency's services. 
“ W’e believe that most of 
the private duty nurses in 
the area are register'd with 
us," Mrs. li'vine said. 
in addition to her duties

registry.

Private 
Practice Special 
Interest Group of the New 
York State Nurses Associa­ 
tion. 
The registry, a classic ex­ 
ample of a service created 
to fill a basic need, per­ 
forms two functions.

work on a part-time basts. 
Patients have the advan­ 
tages of a centralized ser­ 
vice and do not have to 
thumb through a telephone 
directory in search of help. 
Nurses and aides who are 
signed with the registry in­ 
dicate the hours they will

available 
for 
work, 
further reducing the work 
needed by a patient or in 
stitution to find someone 
whose schedule will 
fit 
their otten special needs 
Nurses and their patients 
are matched as closely as 
possible 
For instance, if 
children are involved, the 
registry makes every effort 
to assign a nurse who has 
had experience with chil­ 
dren.

While scrou ng ­ 
ing arou nd th« * front p ag es of the 
newsp a{)er the other day , 1 fou nd a 
fascinating st« » ry . 
Mr. 
Robert 
P. 
Beasley , a former ex ecu tiv e v ice p res 
ident of the Firestone Hre and R u b­ 
ber Co., was indicted in M anhattan 
on charg es of hav ing stolen most of $1 
million in corp orate money , which 
was su p p osedly set aside for illeg al 
p olitical cam p aig n contribu tions. 
Mr. Beasley , so the 40-cou nt indict­ 
ment reads, alleg edly u sed the jx diti- 
eal slu sh money th at Firestone set 
u sitle to finance p ersonal inv estments 
and debts he bad accru ed. 
The reason the story attracted my 
attention is that it seemed to me to 
be the p erfect tex tbook case for any 
g radu ate liu siness school. 
I sou g ht ou t my old fnend. Prof. 
Heinrich Ap p lebau m, who holds the 
“ Chair of -Ju risp ru dence and Big 
Bu siness Pay offs" at Cong lomerate 
Tech, 
“ Professor, assu ming the facts are 
as they hav e heen p resented in the 
indictment, who is rig ht, Beasley or 
Firestone?’ 
Ap p lebau m said, "First, we mu st 
rememl)er that Beasley has not heen 
conv icted of any crime and still mu st 
lu iv e Ju s day in cou rt. Therefore, we 
h a v e t o de a l w i t h 
t h is c a s e 
hy p othetically . The tire comp any al­ 
leg edly set aside $1 million for a 


p olitical slu sh fu nd, p resu mably to 
win ov er p oliticians to the cau se of 
ru bber. Althou g h illeg al, this is a 
g ood standard bu siness p ractice. 
“ Beasley alleg edly was resp onsible 
tor disbu rsing these fu nds to worthy 
officials who, when elected, wou ld 
ltx tk kindly on Firestone when a g ov ­ 
ernment ru bber p roblem came u p . 
"Bu t he u sed t he money for bis own 
p ersonal benefit. Therefore, Beasley 
v iolated the tru st the comp any had 
p u l in him.” 
“ Bu t it the slu sh tu nd was illeg al in 
the first p lace, what is the difference 
between what Beasley did and what 
Firestone attem p ted to do?” 
“ 1 wou ld say that the answer is that 
when a larg e corp oration sets aside a 
million dollars to illeg ally finance 
p olitical camp aig ns, it is t he oblig a­ 
tion of the indiv idu al assig ned to 
disp ense the money to see that it g oes 
tor what it was desig nated for. Alter 
all, y ou hav e to sell a lot of tires to 
raise a million dollars.” 
“ Yet, isn’t it p ossible that Beasley 
needed the million « iollars more than 
the p oliticians who were su p p osed to 
g et it?“ 
Ap p lebau m said, “'That's p ossibly 
tru e. Hit no com p any which sets u p 
an illeg al p olitical fu nd can afford to 
let one of its officers keep the money 
for himself, Hu s wou ld lie breaking 
faith with the stockholders who ex 


l*ct a comp any to sp read arou nd a 
slu sh fu nd where it will do the m« *>t 
g ood. How can a corp oration ask a 
p olitician to do it a lav or when it 
hasn’t contribu ted to the candidate's 
cam p aig n?" 
“ Rig ht,” I said. "Bu t look at it from 
this ang le. Since Beasley sp ent the 
million dollars on himself he was 
indicted. Had he u sed it illeg ally tor 
p olitical contnbu tions all the top 
officers of Firestone mig ht hav e been 
indicted. Therefore, it seems to me 
that Beasley did Firestone a fav or. 
T heir |)eop le are off the h« *>k.” 
“ T h a t’s tru e. Bu t that is only be 
cau se Beasley g ot cau g ht. 11 he had 
g iv en the money to the p eop le Fire 
st« >ne were try ing to g et in the bag , we 
mig ht nev er hav e known abou t it. 
“ Not only did Beasley let his com ­ 
p any down bu t he has made it p rac 
tically imp ossible for Firestone to set 
u p another p olitical slu sh fu nd lor 
qu ite some time 
'This means Fire­ 
stone will hav e no su p p ort among st 
elected officials for y ears to come. 
You can ’t ru n a tire comp any w ithu it 
fjolitical friends." 
“ 'Tell me, Professor, if y ou liad I teen 
in Firestone’s p lace, what wou ld y ou 
hav e done with the million dollars?" 
“ If 1 had known Beasley was g oing 
to keep the money , I wou ld hav e 
taken the million and bou g ht the 
Goody ear blimp .”

W A S H I N G T O N —T h e K oreans 
aren’t the only foreig n ag ents who 
hav e been 
handing ou t 
cash on 
Cap itol Hill. A swarm of foreig n 
ag ents 
both 
reg istered 
and 
u n­ 
reg istered, hav e been p romoting their 
national interests in Washing ton. 
'Their major effort has been aimed 
natu rally enou g h at Cong ress, with 
its tig ht hold on the federal p u rse. An 
u nsettling nu m ber of cong ressmen, 
ov er the y ears, hav e heen resp onsiv e 
to ov ertu res and 
p ay ments 
from 
foreig n ag ents. 
'The Koreans are p ikers, for e x a m ­ 
p le, comp ared to the Chinese N a ­ 
tionalists. The late Chiang Kai-shek 
channeled money into the rig ht con­ 
g ressional p ockets throu g h friendly 
American bu sinessmen who p assed 
ou t 
camp aig n 
contribu tions 
and 
throu g h relativ es who carried hu g e 
rolls of $100 bills and p eeled them off 
to those who p referred that sort of 
g ross transaction. 
In contrast to the p etty Korean 
p ay offs, witnesses told u s of a try st in 
a New Eng land field where Chiang ’s 
emissaries deliv ered $500,000 in cash 
to a late senator. 
The 
Chinese 
Nationalists 
also 
wanted far more ou t « )f the United 
States than the military ship m ents 
the Sou th Koreans hav e sou g ht. The 
hidden aim s of the Nationalists were 
rev ealed in a collection of secret 
cables, which we obtained throu g h a 
Chinese code clerk two decades ag o. 
Chiang Kai-shek wanted no less 
than to embroil the United States in 
a third world war so he cou ld ride 
back to p ower in the ru mble seat of 
an American v ictory . He recog nized it 
wou ld 
be 
difficu lt 
to 
sell 
the 
.American p eop le u p on attacking the 
Chinese mainland. Declared a Dec. 5, 
19 49 , cable: "O u r hop e of a world war 
so as to rehabilitate ou r cou ntry is 
u np alatable to the (American) p eo­ 
p le." 
'The ou tbreak of war in Korea 
brou g ht new hop e to the Chinese. A 
cable dated -Ju ly 14. 19 50, ju st three 
weeks after the Korean inv asion, p ro­ 
p osed: “ W hether the Chinese com ­ 
m u nists send troop s to Korea or not 
is of secondary imp ortance, bu t the 
war in Sou th Korea will be ex tended 
in any case. We mu st lie p atient at 
this time. W hether or not th e war will 
ex tend to other p laces in Eu rop e and 
Asia, we shou ld make little comment 
and wait for the dev elop ment of the 
sit u ation.” 
The secret cables also m ade it clear 
who was blocking Nationalist aims in 
W ashing ton. "In the p ast y ears, we 
hav e been v ery p atient with General 
((ieorg e) Marshall, bu t he has nev er 
chang ed his attitu de toward u s,” re­ 
p orted an Au g u st 24, 19 49 cable. “ Bu t 
in order to av oid direct break with the 
American administration, it is better 
for u s not to attack him p ersonally .” 
It was left for the late Sen. Josep h 
M cCarthy to carry the attack to 
Marshall p ersonally , which he did in 
a 6 0,000—word Senate sp eech on 
-Ju ne 15, 19 51. For two hou rs, M c­ 
Carthy droned on, weav ing a false 
fantastic tale of comp licity between 
M arshall and the commu nists. 'There 
was ev idence, 
coincidentally , that 
M cC arthy ’s camp aig n ag ainst com­ 
m u nists 
was heav ily financed 
by 
C hiang ’s China lobby . 
Nex t 
to 
Chiang , 
p robably 
the 
champ ion 
foreig n 
influ ence-seeker 
was Rafael Tru jillo, th e v aing loriou s 
Dominican Rep u blic dictator, who 
sp ent a fortu ne try ing to conv ince 
Americans he deserv ed the title he 
g av e himself 
the Benefactor. 
Not ev en his millions cou ld m ake a 
lov able lam b ou t of this wolf. Bu t 
before he was assassinated in 19 61, 
Tru jillo g av e emp loy ment to a lot ol 
needy Americans and p aid fat law 
fees to many others. Those who 
showed u p on his p ay roll inclu ded ex - 
Rep . Franklin D. Roosev elt Jr., the 
late p resident’s son, who collected a 
$60,000 fee for a y ear’s work as sp ecial 
cou nsel to the Dominican Rep u blic. 
Sev eral mem bers ol Cong ress were 
wined, dined and retained hy Tru 
jillo. 


Some foreig n ag ents hav e had the 
au dacity ev en to contribu te d irectly 
to the camp aig n of U.S. p residential 
candidates. A $10,600 kick-in for the 
late -John F. Kennedy ’s p residential 
driv e was traced to th e Somoza fam i­ 
ly . which op erates Nicarag u a like a 
p riv ate estate. 'Their reg istered ag ent 
in Washing ton was the donor lor the 
re c o rd. A W a s h in g to n p o litica l 
op erator told u s he had also deliv ered 
cash trom the Sornozas to* K ennedy ’s 
riv al, Richard Nix on, althou g h we 
were nev er able to confirm the story 
from other sou rces. 


The State Dep artm ent tends to 
p rotect at least the reg istered foreig n 
ag ents, p resu m ably to safeg u ard U.S. 
p riv ileg es in other cou ntries. In fact, 
State interv ened with 
the Ju stice 
Dep artm ent last y ear to stop the 
p rosecu tion ol an Eg y p tian who had 
v iolated the reg istration act. 


Ihe u ntold story inv olv es Amin 
Hilmy II, who headed the Aral) In 
formation (e n te r. 
The center re­ 
g istered with the Ju stice Dep artment 
hu t tailed to reg ister p rop ag anda ads 
as the law also re« ju ires. 'Then the 
center 
refu sed 
to let Ju stice 
in­ 
v estig ators ex am ine its books. 
The dep artm ent 
brou g ht 
a su it 
ag ainst both Hilmy and the center 
Hilmy resp onded with the claim that 
he w asn’t requ ired to reg ister becau se 
he had dip lomatic statu s.

Ma n y 
months 
ago, I announced 
my candidacy for 
the position of Ul­ 
ster County dis­ 
trict attorney be­ 
cause 
I 
agreed 
with what I heard 
from residents of 
this county, that 
not enough was 
being done to 
solve our crime 
problems. 
Crimes against the elderly, delays in our 
courts, youths who an* literally getting 
away with murder — all these problems 
need aggressive action. But they’re not 
getting the kind of attention they need in 
Ukter County. 
Timing h these many weeks of campaign­ 
ing. I have had the opportunity to meet 
many of you in your home towns. Togeth­ 
er, you and 1 have talked about how to 
make this county safer and how to make 
sure we are all treated fairly by the system 
of justice in our area. 
I am deeply grateful for the kindness you 
have shown my family and me. We have 
all enjoyed this extraordinary opportunity 
to get acquainted with so many of our 
neighbors. 
The concerns that moved me to seek this 
office are still my top priority today; if 
anything, what many of you have told me 
makes me all the more certain that an 
aggressive, hard-working d istrict a t­ 
torney, vine inde|iendent of the political 
system now in control of that office, is 
essential if we are to make this county and 
its residents secure. 
I would like to review briefly with you 
some of the plans 1 will institute as your 
next district attorney. 
It is important that persons accused of 
violent crimes be brought to trial as 
quickly as possible. I have suggested a 
violent crimes bureau which would give 
crimes of violence top priority. This would 
prevent the dangerous condition that now 
exists, where legal delays allow some 
people who should be in jail to walk the 
streets. 
Another proposal I have made was 
aimed at eliminating the abuses of the so- 
called “ plea bargaining" system. Of the 
more than GOO felony arrests made in 
Ulster County in 197(3, altout two-thirds 
were disposed either by plea bargains or 
outright dismissals. I suggest we end the 
policy of unlimited plea bargaining that 
presently exists in our justice courts. I also 
feel that we must end the secrecy which 
surrounds this process. How else can the 
public’s confidence in our justice system 
la* rest vred? 
I talked at some length about the role 
the district attorney’s office can play in 
prosecuting rape and sexual abuse crimes 
more effectively. One of the first steps I 
promised to take was to hire a woman 
assistant district attorney whose primary 
responsibility would be to handle those 
cases, with special emphasison sensitivity 
towards the victim. 
I have also spoken out on the responsi­ 
bility of the district attorney to all victims 
of crime. The district attorney must see to 
it that crime victims get the help they are 
legally entitled to from the Crime Victims 
Compensation Board and be consulted 
before a plea for guilty is accepted with 
a view towards restitution whenever pos­ 
sible 
. 


I have pointed out that tor the real 
protect ion 
of 
consumers 
and 
honest 
merchants, a serious consumer attairs 
agency should Ik* at work in Ulster (oun- 
ty. Stronger consumer rights legislation is 
needed, but in its absence, the district 
attorney 
must 
provide 
better 
man­ 
agement of the present budget. 


Of the many other topics I have dis­ 
cussed throughout this campaign, one 
stands out from all the rest as the single 
most important step that must be taken 
if we are to improve the criminal justice 
system of Ulster County. We must remove 
political 
influence 
from 
the 
district 
attorney’s office. I am not talking about 
removing the influence of one party only 
to replau* it with the influence of another.

Only then did Bishop look 
down at the hand that held

most of the discussion has centered upon 
three themes raised by my opponent: that 
the district attorney’s office is subject to 
"political influence;” that we make deals 
“behind closed doors;" and that after 
“one hundred years" of Republican con­ 
trol it’s time for a change. l>et’s examine 
each (f these issues. 
If political considerations have affected 
the handling of a criminal case by the 
district attorney and his staff, then we 
have committed crimes such as obstruc­ 
tion of governmental administration and 
official misconduct. Two of the cases that 
my opponent has submitted as proof of 
this accusation were matters in which I, 
as chief assistant district attorney, was 
involved. 
In the first case, Mr. Rjcken charged 
that our office was giving the former Town 
of Lloyd zoning inspector preferential 
treatment because he was a Republican 
and blamed us for the delay in prosecuting 
the case. In fact, this individual was, as 
a direct result of our investigative efforts, 
indicted no less than three times by the 
Ulster County Grand .Jury on charges of 
official misconduct and grand larceny. We 
announced at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment that we were ready to proceed to 
trial and every adjournment grunted by 
the court 
has fieen requested by the 
defendant. 
In 
the 
second 
case, 
my 
opponent 
charged that we failed to thoroughly in­ 
vestigate charges that a former Ulster 
County 
Highway 
Superintendent 
had 
list'd county pnqierty for his own personal 
benefit. In fact, when this allegation was 
first made, we asked the New York State 
Police to conduct a thorough investiga­ 
tion. Then we present«! their findings, as 
well as our own, to the Ulster County 
Grand .fury for their consideration. That 
body conducted its own investigation in 
which it heard sworn testimony from 2(3 
witnesses. The grand jury, made up of 23 
|M*ople (Republicans as well as Demo­ 
crats), decided after hearing all of this 
evidence that no crime had Iieen com­ 
mitted. But we didn’t 
stop there. A 
bipartisan committee of the Ulster Coun­ 
ty legislature was then formed under the 
leadership of Dr. Gerald Gorman, a prom 
inent am! respected Democrat from the 
City of Kingston. That committee con­ 
ducted its own investigation and received 
the full and complete cooperation of our 
office. It’s difficult to imagine what more 
we could have done under the circum­ 
stances. 
When the charge of |>olitical influence 
was first made by my opponent, it was 
done with great fanfare and a large 
amount of publicity. The campaign has 
turned to a new theme now, and the 
charge of political influence remains un­ 
p rov en ,-— unproven beca u se it is 
absolutely untrue. Being a prosecutor is 
not an easy job. Every day we are con­ 
fronted with decisions which, when made, 
will have a profound impact on people's 
lives. I cun assure you, the peopleof Ulster 
County, that those of us in the district 
attorney's office are fully aware of this 
responsibility and have not and will not 
allow jmlitical considerations to affect 
these enormously important decisions, 


The second claim that our office makes 
deals “ behind closed doors" is made ap­ 
parently lor lack of a lietter response to 
the* success of our policy against plea 
bargaining with indicted felons. 'Ihis poli­ 
cy, the toughest in the entire state, pro­ 
vides t hat a criminal defendant indicted 
for a crime such as murder, will not Ik* 
permitted to plead guilty to a less serious 
charge such as assault. It’s been in effect 
since January 
1975 and has been an 
enormous success.

D im bardi. He was a tough-it-out sort who had taken on a legendary aura 
am ong the v oung sav ages he was paid to coach. You m ay fool around with 
other teachers, the legend w ent. You m ay ignore them , taunt them 
challenge them 
— but don’t m e * with the coach. 
N obody ev er said why , of course, and at age 16 , with a chip on 
my 
shoulder as big as the gy m nasium , I wondered. I fancied m y self then as 
an intellectual. I signed to play football m ainly for my im age and, of course 
th e obv ious benefits of fem inine adoration. A tkins was a neccessary ev il 
to be endured and, if neccessary , circum v ented. 
It just w asn’t that easy . 
T o m y face he called m e a “ lockerroom law y er” . To his back I called 
him a dinosaur. He said I was a “ d illetan te” and it m ade m e angry that 
a coach could send me, M E , a potential poet laureate, to a dictionary with 
one growl << his grav elly baritone. 
To say 1 w as angry was an understatem ent. No dog-eared coach was going 
to break m e. W ith half my junior season gone, I w as suddenly out to prov e 
m y self. 
W hen others dug in to push the blocking sled, I dug in a little tougher 
W hen others did their laps around the field ’s soggy track, I w as determ ined 
to push the leaders. N o more m issed laps because of untied shoestrings 
no more bathroom breaks or petty injuries to slow m e — “ d illetan te 
indeed. 
My play im prov ed and I started m ost of th e season. W e were a y oung 
team that finished high and prom ised to win a cham pionship the n ex ty ear 
M ost would com e back to accept that challenge, but I couldn't. 
1 had been nam ed y earbook editor and w as attem p tin g to rejuv enate 
high school newspaper that surfaced only on ce in the prev ious two y eare 
W hen the football sign-up list hit the bulletin board th e nex t y ear, I was 
uncom fortable. I hadn't talked to Atkins since the last football season 
ended. 
I knew he ex pected me back. 
He stopped m e in the hall one day and asked me to h is office. I told him 
1 wasn't com ing back to play because I had responsibilities elsewhere 
com m itm ents v oted to me by m y classm ates. 
He sm iled. 
“ O kay ,” he said . "You got m e. R esponsibility and com m it m e it are tough 
words to get around. 1 guess I got my pound of flesh from y ou last y ear. 
As I think back now, I nev er really did like play ing football. But by 
signing my nam e I had m ade a com m itm ent to m y self and my team m ates 
A tkins m ade m e liv e fully up to that com m itm en t, if just for one y ear 
It w as 19 7 0. We dedicated our y earbook to Lem A tkins that y ear with 
t he statem ent that Atkins had conquered th e “ form idable job of teaching 
us to Ire tough.’’ 
T o me the toughest job in life is liv ing up to all the responsibilities and 
com m itm en ts that are heaped on an indiv idual. Other high school teachers 
drilled m e in the basic three R’s of education, A tkins helped m e learn the 
fourth R -- responsibility .

In the October 30th issue of the Freeman, Mr Andrew J. 
M agaldino supported th e right of the DEC em ploy ees to use 
state v ehicles to be used to go back and forth to work. 
Now, let’s take one em ploy ee that liv es 20 m iles from the 
DEC office at New Paltz th at driv es a four-wheel Driv e 
Scout that gets eight m iles to a gallon of gas v s. his family 
car, that would receiv e 20 m iles per gallon or better. First 
of all, if this em ploy ee had to driv e his own car to work, he 
would buy a car which gav e him good gas m ileage because 
he would be pay ing the gas bill out of his pocket. Now, let’s 
get back to 20 m iles one way , 40 m iles a day , 200 m iles a 
week, 10,000 m iles a y ear to go back and forth to work. At 
eight m iles per gallon y ou would be using 1,250 gallons ot 
gas a y ear at a cost of $68 7 .5 0 at 55.6 a gallon v s. 550 gallons 
at $302.5 0 a y ear using the employ ee car. Now the wear and 
tear on just driv ing back and forth to work. Now, let’s take 
13 cents a mile tim es 10,000 m iles and y ou will hav e $1,3000. 
The state pay s 13 cents a m ile on y our priv ate v ehicle, 
subtract the gas per y ear from $1,300 and it is costing 
$612.50 wear and tear per y ear for that em ploy ee to driv e 
a state v ehicle back and forth to work. Total cost $1,300 a 
y ear v s. $302.5 0 a y ear if an em ploy ee drov e his own car back 
and forth to work. Sav ings to the tax pay er would be $9 9 7 .5 0 
per v ehicle, tim es 10 v ehicles would be $9 ,9 7 5 .00 a y ear. 11 
this was done with just 10 v ehicles per region, nine regions 
across the state, it would be a sav ings of $8 9 ,7 7 5.00 a y ear 
plus SI, 000 gallons of gas across the state at a sav ings of 
$34,65 0.00 a y ear. Total sav ings across the state would be 
$124,425 .00 a y ear un 10 v ehicles in nine regums. 
Now, Mr. M agaldino, th e ex perts are not doing their job 
with our money . 
Now, about the stocking. The Federation stocks with 
county tax dollars out hunting and fishing money and we 
hav e to stock on open water or open land, so ev ery body that 
buy s a hunting or fishing license can hav e the sam e rights. 
In closing, Mr. M agaldino, I’v e walked that mile and 
may be a few more, so I will continue to criticize the DEC 
and fight for separation of fish and gam e so hunting and 
fishing dollars go back to fish and gam e.

19 , bowl 
day , open, bu t chose not to. It was not interested in play ing 
football on the S atu rday after Thanksgiv ing, something 
which wou ld hav e happened had it left Nov . 19 open. 


" I t’s ju st on e of th ose dam n m esses that happens if 
y ou 're goin g to be a m em ber of a le ag u e ,” said B eacon 
coach J im 
G uariloff, th e leag u e's rep resen tativ e to 
Section O ne. "T he coach es m ade up the sch ed u le and 
presented it to the directors for approv al. W e knew w hat 
to ex p ect.

18 U S. Cases Questionable 
Amn esty Grou p Prob es Jailin gs 


LONDON (UPI) - Am­ 
nesty International, winner 
of the 1977 Nobel Peace 
ftize, said Saturday it is 
investigating the cases of 18 
prisoners 
in the United 
States because it believes 
they may have been jailed 
for their beliefs, origin or 
involvement with un­ 
popular political groups. 
Most of the 18 are black 
activists. The group in­ 
cludes two American Indi­ 
ans and the “ Wilmington 
10,“ convicted of burning a 
white-owned grocery store 
in North Carolina in 1972. 
Amnesty International is 
a non-governmental, world­ 
wide organization that in­ 
vestigates and works for the 
release of prisoners it be­ 
lieves are in jail for their 
beliefs or origins. It does not 
defend prisoners who have 
either advocated or used 
violence. 
Amnesty spokeswoman 
Fran Taylor said at the 
organization’s London 
headquarters the American 
cases are being reviewed 
individually. In some in­ 
stances, Amensty Interna­ 
tional has requested the re­ 


lease of the prisoners. 
Ms. Taylor said that al­ 
though questionable im­ 
prisonment in the United 
States is not as widespread 


<t clear-cut as in some oth­ 
er countries, some prisoners 
apparently “ have been 
framed on c ri m in a l 
chaises.”

•Gary Tyler, a 17-year- 
old black youth who re­ 
ceived the death sentence 
for the murder of a white 
youth in Destrehan, I ¿a. 
The organization said Tyler

tice may have been (his)

U N ITED N A TIO N S (U PI) — Aside from its political im|>act, 
the newly imposed U.N. arms embargo is not about to weaken 
South Africa's defense set-up in the immediate future. 
In the view of experts here, t fie South Africans will not run out 
of military hardware, including sophisticated equipment, for 
years to come. 
What may hurt more than the lian is the psychokigical effect 
of the first practical step of the United Nations to push South 
Africa into isolation. 
Several Western delegates who were instrumental in the U.N. 
Security Council in toning down the embargo resolution---- 
including U.S. Ambassador Andrew Young — expressed hope 
Pretoria “ gets the message.” 
They are certain that Black Africa will not sit back. Before long 
the Africans can be expected to press for an expansion of 
sanctions to tighten the embargo and reach into the economic 
field. 
I he resolution adopted Friday commits Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim to submit a report on how the embargo works by May 
1, 197 8. 
Experts believe that two main factors will dampen its efficien­ 
cy: 
• South Africa’s existing and well-stocked military machine is 
not in dire need for imports and can rely largely on its domestic 
arms industry; 
• Existing contracts, loopholes in the resolution and sm uggling

will allow continued procurement of equipment that cannot fie 
obtained on the home front. 
The embargo did not catch the South Africans by surprise 
Defense expenditures were increased from $414 million in 1972 
to ll A billion in 1976 and were expected to reach over $1.8 billion 
in 1977. 
Their defense industries can produce anything from jet fighters 
to armored cars and field equipment suited to cope with guerilla 
warfare South Africa has reached about 75 percent self-sufficien­ 
cy in arms and 100 percent in ammunition. 
The resolution forbids, as of now, the supply of arms and 
"related materiel" such as military vehicles and spare parts. 
It also apjieals to governments to "review” existing contracts 
and arms licensing arrangements, but leaves it up to them to 
decide how far to go. 
The contract situation is part of the resolution’s “ gray area" 
which is clouded with legalistic problems Another not clearly 
defined term is the "related materiel" which can mean anything 
from trucks and communications equipment to blankets if put 
to military use. 
The French would be the big losers if contracts were canceled. 
Still to be delivered are two Agmta-class submarines and two A69 
frigates under an existing $800 million contract. 
From Israel the South Africans have received gunboats, 
automatic weapons, armored plate and licensing for six Ramata- 
dass fast-patrol boats to lie equipped with Israeli Gabriel surface- 
to-surface missiles. 
Major licensing agreements with Italian and French-British 
interests also exist for South African manufacture of aircraft.

They are called, 
co llectiv ely , the Kingsto n Mo del Railro ad Club, 
Inc., but as indiv iduals, they run the gamut fro m 
retired railro ad men to newspaper pho to graphers, 
labo rers, merchants, engineers, all with a fascina- 
ti<n fo r wo rking o n and riding the Iro n Trail. 
“ Henry Eighrney ( a retined Freeman emplo y ee) 
started the club 4 0 y ears ago ,’’ recalls Haines. “ H e’s 
o ur o ldest member, no w.” 
At that tim e, Eighrney and fo ur o ther area men 
believ ed po o ling their kno wledge and reso urces 
wo uld allo w them mo re latitude in pursuing what 
was, ev en then, an ex pensiv e ho bby . 
The Hudso n Valley Lines, as they named their 
initital two -track mainline, built o ne-quarter inch 
to o ne fo o t scale, has gro wn o v er the y ears to include 
almo st 5 0 lo co m o tiv es, 5 00 trains and two miles o f 


track running fo ur different lines, and a tro lley car 
sy stem . 
All o f the trains run o n indiv idual switching 
equipm ent, o n po wer so urces built by club rftembers 
and carried alo ng tho usands o f feet o f wiring under 
the lo ng display tables. 
M embers hav e do nated o r co llectiv ely purchased 
the trains — so m e o f the rare antique mo dels built 
in the 2 0s and 3 0 s, abo ut the sam e tim e their life- 
sized co unterparts were enjo y ing a hey day . 
All o f the realistic-to -the-last detail scenery is 
do ne by the members like Haines and Sam Rapp, 
a mo del builder who ’s respo nsible fo r the Catskill 
M o untain trestle bridges which carry the trains o v er 
lakes and waterfalls. 
lo co m o tiv e ex pert Charles W illiam s keeps the 
iro n ho rses pulling, and Ro ger Sny der, head electri­ 
cian fo r the natio nally award-winning display , 
delv es the intricacies o f tho se wires and cables 
meant to insure no freight-heav y haulers co llide 
with o nco ming passenger trains. 
The building itself is o nly abo ut 1 00 feet lo ng, and 
3 6 feet at its widest part. 'Ihe m em bers meet there 
at least o nce a week to pursue their fav o rite aspects 
o f the ho bby . 
Each y ear fo r the past 3 5 y ears the Railro ad Club 
has o pened its aging drx ir to v isito rs, po lishing up 
the trains, reto uching the display scenery , adding 
to its ev er-gro wing museum o f antique train mo dels 
and memo rabilia.

Despite these balmy days of early November, winter 
patterns are starting to emerge. 
Feeding time for the backyard birds is curtailed by 
the longer nights and as a result they seem to try to 
makp up tor it with more frequent visits. 
Even their “ daylight ing" has changed. Most of their 
foliage hideaways are now Imre branches. Consequent­ 
ly, the pine tree and foundation evergreens are alive 
with tweets and twitters. 
Frosty mornings coat the water barrels with firm ice, 
making breakfast sips impossible until there is a 
breakthrough either by warming sun or cold fingers. 
This change over to winter underlines the im­ 
portance of continuing a commitment. Once a feeding 
program is undertaken 
it 
must be maintained, 
especially when the adversities of weather add to the 
birds’ stmggle to survive. 
It is one thing to think of a bird feeder as a fun 
pastime— to while away the winter days watching 
bright feathers flashing by the windowsill. 
However, once the feeder is operational the greater 
responsibility becomes most evident. Several feeding 
areas are necessary to supply the needs of the variety 
<i birds attracted to the initial effort. 


Our year-round stations include the tree feeder filled 
with mixed seeds and the low cinderblock for sun­ 
flower seeds. These are augmented in the winter with 
the picnic tabletop where raisins, mixed seeds and 
sunflower seeds share the setting. The platform that 
held the summer grill is pressed into service as yet 
another seed scene while the suet bag is hung in the 
patio trellis, protected from the elements and sur­ 
rounded bv handy pervhes. 
'Hie birds need more than food alone. Water is 
essential and we make every effort to keep it handy 
for them even in freezing weather. Before we provided 
this necessary element near the feeding area, they 
would search for any source of the precious liquid. One 
day I watched a mocking bird chasing melting rivulets 
of snow down a steep rooftop just to get a drink of 
water. Protection from howling winds and swirling 
snow should be part of a well planned feeding area too. 
That is where the tall pine tree and the dense shrubs 
do double duty. Also helpful are the forsvthia bushes 
which even when they lose their leaves afford a shelter 
of tightly laced branches. 


'Hiese extras add to the hospitality of the backyard, 
insuring the birds a better winter berth. And the 
benefits go to the observer who can brighten her day 
with view of nature’s wavs.

Just 
mop with a damp spmge mop. 
After about a year, clean and 
veiy 
lightly 
sand any bad 
spots, touch up with the stain 


and apply another light coat of 
varnish. That's all. It’s like 
waxing just once a year. 


Q. I am having a hurd time 
trying to glue wallpaper on 
my shades. I want the shades 
to match the wallpaper in my 
kitchen. What am I doing 
wrong? 


A. Instead of glueing the 
wallpaper to the whole shade, 
(it will never roll up), cut out 
patterns fmm the wallpaper 
and glue them to the bottom 
edge of the shades. They will 
look very decorative and you 
won’t have any problems roll­ 
ing them up. Glue the designs 
on with Elm er’s fabric cement, 
it has some ’’give" to it.

Varro, Roman man of let­ 
ters, divided our life span into 
five ages. Hippocrates along 
with Shakespeare felt there 
were seven. Moses made no 
divisions hut according to one

Psalm, “ We spend our years 
as a tale that is told. The days 
of our years are three score 
and ten.” 
Th e h ealth of ou r th ree 
score an d ten or b etter de> 
p en d s as mu ch or mare on 
wh at h ap p en s b efore we are 
b orn as it d oes on th e way 
we d irect ou r lives after 
b irth . 
Obviously, we have no con­ 
trol over what happens to us 
before we are born, BU T, we 
can and do determine in large 
part the quality of the health 
of our unborn children. We 
also have a much larger say 
than we realize over our abili­ 
ty 
or 
inability 
to 
have 
children. 
Our universe depends upon 
certain fixed laws for its or­ 
dered existence whether it is 
the sun coming up every 
morning in the east, the mov­ 
ement of the planets, the pro­ 
perties oforganic or inorganic 
matter, the growth of plants 
or the normal functioning of 
our bodies. 
With ou t th ese laws th ere 
wou ld b e ch aos. 
There are some people who 
see nothing but chaos and 
disorder in the world about 
us. I would say that in my 
own personal experience you 
cannot have either chaos or 
disorder 
unless 
somewhere 
along the line certain fixed, 
basic, fundamental laws of 
life and living were broken. 
Nowhere is this more true 
than in health and disease. 
^Disease just doesn’t happen 
It usually takes place when 
certain basic health rules or 
laws are broken for extended 
periods of time. 
Consider sterility, miscar­ 
riage, or some deformity of an 
infant; somewhere in the pro­ 
cess of preparing for concep­ 
tion, conceiving or carrying 
the fetus there must have 
been some ignoring (or ig­ 
norance, if you like) of the 
f undamental laws of life.

The essential efforts must 
be started some time before 
attempted 
conception 
and

Kach one must be prepared to 
accept the responsibility of 
his or her present state of 
health. There is a three fold 
program that must be un­ 
dertaken in preparing the soil 
for sowing, as it were. This 
involves no magical short­ 
cut, 
wonder 
foods, 
magic 
vitamins, etc. 
• To begin with, extremes of 
emotion must be curbed. It is 
just as harmful to be obsessed 
with the desire for a child as 
to be callously indifferent to 
bringing an unwanted child 
into the world. A full study of 
the intricate and wonderful 
processes involved and dis­ 
cussion with the family doc­ 
tor would be of benefit to both 
prospective parents physical­ 
ly and psychologically. 
• 
Nu trition . Nutritional 
considerations are never more 
important than when a third 
life 
is 
involved, 
which 
is 
alm ost w holly dependent 
upon the integrity of the other 
two. Obesity frequently goes 
with infertility as much as 
m a ln u tritio n goes w ith 
rickets, scurvy or beri-beri. 
Glandular imbalance and the 
part it plays in sterility, spon­ 
taneous miscarriage or pre­ 
mature birth tends to have its 
resits in the health of both 
would-be parents. 
• The third important fac­ 
tor is stru ctu ral. Dropped 
abdominal organs, pelvic im­ 
balance or tilting, drooping 
should ers and cram ped, 
crowded lungs and heart or a 
rigid poker-like spinal col­ 
umn, 
all 
these and more 
should be improved or cor­ 
rected before one is worthy of 
bein g or able to become a 
parent. 
S u mmarizin g: Hearing in 
mind (Wholeness) it is easy to 
appreciate the fact that each 
of these three divisions are 
inseparably linked together 
with the other two and must 
therefore be considered 
as 
one. 
Ch ild b irth is a n atu ral 
fu n ction an d n ot an afflic­ 
tion . 
Infertility is not a divine 
curse; it needs understanding 
and many times can lie shown 
for what it primarily is: lack 
of ed u cation in th e laws of 
livin g.

Sinatra: 
Doing It His Way

singer of all time. Certainly he’s 
influenced the course of popular 
music as much as any singer of the century. 
As though that isn’t enough, Frank Sinatra 
has built a Hollywood acting career studded 
with screen triumphs. He won an Oscar for

his work in “ From Here to Eternity,” an 
Oscar nomination for his portrayal of a drug 
addict in “ The Man with the Golden Arm,” 
and critical acclaim for his versatility in roles 
ranging from light comedy to heavy drama. 
In fact, th e majority of his movies 
33 of 
the 55 he’s starred in 
have been dramas 
in which he didn’t sing a note, and for those 
pictures he’s received more laurels than for 
his musical films. 
Sinatra now has a nonsinging role in his TV 
film debut as t he star of “ Contract on Cherry 
Street,” a three-hour NBC-TV World Pre­ 
miere movie drama on Saturday, Nov. 19, 
from 8 to 11 p.m. He plays a big-city 
detective who uses unorthodox methods to 
fight crime. 
On the big screen Sinatra has displayed 
acting talents of a broad scope. In 1953, in 
the movie version of Jam es Jones’ war novel, 
“ From Here to Eternity,” he stunned cynics 
as well as critics with his sensitive portrayal 
of Maggio, the skinny, abused GI who masks 
his inner fears with a wise-guy mouth and 
“m acho” exterior. That film launched him 
on a brand-new career as a dramatic actor. 
Two years later, in Otto Preminger’s “ The 
M an with the Golden Arm,” Sinatra played 


a drug-ad dieted card dealer who goes “cold 
turkey" to kick his habit so he can prove 
himself innocent of a murder charge. The 
harrowing realism he gave to the role won 
him an Oscar nomination. 
Even his singing roles were not typically 
Hollywood. In “ The Joker Is W ild,” based on 
the life of comedian Joe I). liewLs, Sinatra (as 
Lewis), originally a nightclub singer, turns to 
comedy after Chicago gangsters severed his 
vocal cords. To accurately portray I^ewis, 
Sinatra had to do the unthinkable — sing 
Hat and off-key. 
In “ Pal Joey” he played a singer who was 
one of the great heels of all time. 
In “Contract on Cherry Street" he plays 
law enforcer — this time Inspector Frank 
Hovannes, who heads a special police task 
force battling organized crime. When he 
finds police efforts are obstructed by the 
courts and politicians, he takes matters into 
his own hands and uses methods outside 
established procedures. 
As Inspector F ran k H ovannes

leans forward over vegetarian lunch 
and the afternoon light shadows her 
tace, like one of the paint and canvas 
chronicles she uses to mark the passing of her 
young years. 
‘‘I can’t remember dates, but I know what 
happened when I painted a particular piece.

ing Ms. Lobosco, had planned a trip to 
France, then found th at Silvermine was 
about to close down. 
“We went anyway. I spent a year there, 
travelling through the countryside . . . then 
a year in Boston. TTien a friend suggested 
finishing up school at New Paltz and I wound 
up here.” 
Although she finds inspiration in the 
mountains and valleys around her High Falls 
home, that special quality of the European 
countryside still calls her back every year. 
“There’s a small village I go to — only a 
few hundred people — and living is very

simple. I just paint. It’s beautiful. 
“I never thought of Cezanne as a realist 
until I got there.

slides come copies of the other side of Ms. 
Lobosco’s art. 
The colors are bolder, more neon, and the 
subject m atter encompasses everything from 
repetitions of small patterns to large urban 
COl lag 68. 
“ W hat I’m doing with my art is trying to 
express my vision of what I see. What comes 
out are the influences I’ve seen all my life. 
And so much of what I see is New Jersey. 
“ I guess th a t’s why Europe is such a 
balance for me. It’s very meditative there, 
but somehow it makes me very excited. I feel 
a connection to it.” 
W hat the artist, who works half a year 
tending bar to save enough money for her 
months in France, feels no connection to, 
however, is the modern trends in pop art, or 
photo realism. 
“ I think it’s ugly. Intellectually I under­ 
stand what these people are doing but, for 
me, looking at a painting is a very sensuous 
experience. It should be something warm 
and beautiful. And you don’t get that from 
most of this stuff. 
“ But there are always two sides in art work. 
Picasso and Matisse both did cubism, but 
their works are entirely different.” 
W hat 
the 
strong-op ini oned 
artist 
has 
worked on this summer has been a mural, 
covering the entire front of her High Falls 
cabin. 
“I wanted to work large, and this was my 
chance. I worked from the basic design of a 
10th-century Sung landscape, but I used any 
m aterials I 
could 
— enamels, 
acrylic, 
charcoal.” 
She also worked around stickers and signs 
which had made their home on the rough- 
hewn planks long before she peopled the 
open-spaced interior. 
The result is a multi-hued blend of Ameri­ 
cana and ancient Chinese, wrapped around 
doorways and windows and Pepsi-Cola bottle 
caps. 
‘‘It’s something I know will be there for a 
long time. It will hold up for years. I’m 
imagining what it’ll look like with the first 
snowfall, framed in white." 
Ms. Lobosco enjoyed the enormous project 
so much that she hopes her landlord in 
France will allow her the permanent use of 
one of his walls for a fresco when she returns 
in the spring. 
“I work almost every day, even if it’s just 
for a few hours,” says the beaded, bangled 
and turquoise-ringed painter. “If I don’t 
work, even for two days, I begin to feel 
guilty.” 
For the remainder of the fall and winter, 
M aria Lobosco will continue to paint, work 
in a local restaurant and save her money for 
passage to Europe when the snows melt. 
She’ll also be looking for an American 
gallery to handle her work. 
“I had someone showing them, but he 
closed down. There’s a man in France who 
is interested in handling some of my work, 
and 1 hope to get something together with 
him when 1 return. 
“ But it would be nice to have a gallery 
here. Even if 1 sold one or two paintings, it 
would probably be enough for me to live on, 
and 1 wouldn’t have to do any other work but 
paint.”

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Wildlife Takes Second Place, 
And Suspense for Fall Reading 


“The 
Cult of the Wild,” by Boyce 
Kensberger. (Anchor PresB, Doubleday, 
$7.95) 
Rensberger, science writer for the New 
\o rk Times, shatters many beliefs of the 
more romantic-minded conservationists with 
a blast of cold air. His book, though over­ 
stated at times, should be required reading 
for conservationists and legislators. 
By 
destroying 
cherished 
ideas 
about 
animals fostered by 25 centuries of an­ 
thropomorphism, he tries to restore a proper 
perspective to the relationship of man and 
his world. 
He hopes to destroy the myth that 
. 
only man is vile. 
He takes the view that 
wildlife conservation must take second place 
if it means using resources needed to feed the 
world’s hungry. 
Rensberger hopes that an educated public 
will realize that man is part of nature, no 
better and no worse than any other species. 
He maintains it is a mistake to set aside 
vast areas of land for wildlife without really 
knowing how to manage them, especially in 
the developing nations. And it makes no 
sense, for example, to destroy the natural 
predators of deer and then ban hunting, 
dooming the anim als to overpopulation, 
starvation and disease. 


In a heartfelt, if overemphatic, plea for 
people as opposed to animals, he says, “ We 
have a choice either to give up much wildlife 
and the wild habitat and fall back to wil­ 
derness enclaves or to condemn huge sectors 
of mankind to famine.”

“ B lizzard,” by George Stone. (Grosset 
and D unlap, $9.95) 
I he snow is tailing on Dec. 21, promising 
a white ( hristmas tor a wide area of the Hast 
Coast of the United States. 
It keeps falling, falling, falling. 
Slowly, a child’s delight of a snowfall turns 
into major disaster, as transportation in a 
quarter of the United States freezes into 
immobility. For those trapped inside, there 
is virtually no way out. 


W hat has caused this chilling change in the 
weather pattern? Or should the question be, 
who has caused it? What is the significance 
of the pattern of Russian satellites, trawlers 
and submarines in one area of the southern 
Atlantic? 
What is the secret of the hush-hush U.S. 
Navy project that an admiral is willing to go 
to any length to conceal? 
A scientist in New York gradually realizes 


what has happened and tries with the help 
ol a senator and a woman television reporter 
to reach the president. But first he must 
brave the blizzard —• and those men who 
don’t want him to succeed. 
I his is a (illly of a disaster novel, particu­ 
larly after last winter when in real life 
subnormal cold gripped so much of the 
northeast, disrupted life and brought real 
hardship to many. 
Stone is an adept storyteller, who begins 
each chapter with a weather report and 
moves both man and nature along at a 
hurricane speed. If the characters are less 
than profound, there’s no time to notice. 
Blizzard 
is one of those hooks that are to 
be gulped down, not meandered over, right 
down to the ending, which is every bit as 
chilling as a winter blizzard.
